This isa step in th e rig h t direction, 
and w ill capture or drive the bandit 
from the country in a very sho rt time. 
M uch credit is due G overnor B ooth 
for offering th is large rew ard, in such 
a shape th a t there w ill be no question 
about its pay m en t to those w ho earn it. 


Has the Nightmare Again. 


Bo cordially does th e San Francisco 
Bulletin hate the Central Pacific R ail­ 
road, th at it is loony on the subject of 
railroads generally. Just m ention the 
word “railroad” w ithin the hearing of 
F it c h and P ic k e r in o , and you at 
once obtain a clear notion of how and 
to w hat extent a red shirt affects a 
Spanish bull. The latest locomotive 
spasm whicli those gentlem en were 
throw n into was caused by the an ­ 
nouncem ent th at the Los Angeles and 
Independence narrow gauge and the 
Los Angeles and Truxton roads were 
about to be built. I t was a double 
dose, and like all double doses, its ef­ 
fects were doubly terrific. The Bulle­ 
tin of the 6th instant asserts, more* in 
sorrow th an in anger, that “ the expe­ 
rience of Los Angeles w ith railroad 
companies has, so far, been unfortu­ 
nate.” This is followed w ith a reca­ 
pitulation of w hat it considers our m is­ 
fortunes. Out of respect for the B ul­ 
letin's judgm ent, it is to bo regreted 
that the people of this city and county 
cannot see their railroad investm ents 
in the light of disasters. A little fur­ 
ther on in the sam e article we are told 
th at 
Los Angeles liar hitherto derived its chief 
support from its business connect ions with 
the m lningdistricts of In y o and bun Bernur- 
ilino counties and the Territory of Arizona, 
having been tiie headquarters ot the trans­ 
portation companies em ployed In the trade. 
The branch of the Los Angeles and San Pedro 
Bailroad running north, built by the subsidy- 
bonds of Los Angeles, lias resulted in the re­ 
m oval to it. term inus, S an Fernando, of the 
workshops, stables, and dwellings of the 
Cerro Gordo Team ing Company, winch stead­ 
ily em ploys a thousand anim als and about 
three hundred men. T he construction of the 
branch in the direction of ¡San B ernardino 
has resulted in the establishm ent of the head­ 
quarters 
of 
the 
A rizona and su n Ber­ 
nardino team ing com panies at 8padra, the 
terhiinus. Thus ttie business which built lip 
and supported Los Angeles lias been tran s­ 
ferred io these m ushroom towns, while it is 
compelled to assume the unfortunate role of 
a way slalion. 
“ Chief support” is good—very good, 
indeed — coming as it does from a 
newspaper th at assumes to know all 
about our business. 
Lookiug over the 
broad, fertile valley of Los Angeles; 
seeing the endless graiu fields, the 
thousands of fruit-groves and vine­ 
yards; glancing at our trade and foot­ 
ing up our population, the thought 
that our “chief support” goes on the 
backs of “ a thousand anim als” to the 
“ mushroom towns” at the end of the 
railroad is more th an discouraging—it 
is positively disgusting. If we had not 
given the causes w hich led the Bulletin 
to exhibit its ignorauce concerning 
Los Angeles and h er valley, no one 
could have guessed it. But the secret 
is ouf. i t is because we are going to 
build two m ore railroads, and because 
people m ay invest seme money* in 
them , that this organ of two of the m ost 
selfish men th at ever dam aged the 
prospects of a city like San Francisco, 
m akes the ludicrous assertion th at the 
chief support of a town of twelve 
thousand people—a county of tw enty 
thousaud inhabitants—is the feeding 
of one thousand anim als and boarding 
the men who own and drive them ! 
Yet the Bulletin flatters itself on pos­ 
sessing more talent, intelligence and 
general inform ation than all the other 
papers published in San Francisco. 
W hat a com m entary on the press of 
th at city! 


Poor Soli for Independent Seed. 


A fter a careful survey of tlie field, 
we are inclined to hazard the opinion 
th at the Independent m ovem ent in 
Oregon is a thing of slow m otion, and 
will be shut out in the race. 
There 
appears to be but tw o parties in our 
neighboring State — Democrats and 
Republicans. 
Each has its soreheads, 
its disappointed aspirants, its repud­ 
iated leaders, and its dissatisfied m em ­ 
bers, but they aggregate so much like 
a m ustard seed or a homeopathic pill, 
th a t they will scarcely create a di­ 
version in the grand tournam ent to 
como off in June. The masses of the 
two old organizations are slow about 
putting oil'the old love, and m anifest 
a decided preference for the split-hoof 
they know over th e split-hoof they 
don’t know. 
They cau see nothing in 
the platform of the new p arty th at 
they have not seen in those of th eir 
own convention’s tim e out of m ind. 
The Democratic p arty of Oregon Is not 
so “ oderous” in the nostrils of the 
people as it became in this State some 
years ago. 
It has had abler, perhaps 
m ore honest, leaders th an the Dem­ 
ocracy of California, and has thus far 
escaped w ith a reputation som ething 
above th a t of a San Francisco ward 
politician. 
S enator M i t c h e l l , nee 
H i p p e l , has dealt th e Republican or­ 
ganization of Oregon some assassin­ 


like blows, which, though not neces- 
essarily fatal, have left it so weak 
th a t it will hardly stand up in the 
fight so soon to come off. 
However 
this m ay be, the real struggle appears 
to be between the two old antag­ 
onists. 


Something to Guard Against. 


The G range m ovem ent has done 
much, and M ill do more, to free the 
farm er from the extortionsof a certain 
class of middlc-men; but in avoiding 
one rock there is danger of running on 
another. Economy has been a marked 
feature of the Grange thus far, and it is 
not probable the principle M ill be de­ 
parted from to a great extent for some 
tim e to come. 
Yet the farm ers m ust 
have agencies and depots, and the spec 
of danger whicli now appears above 
the horizon of the future is, th a t agents 
may become m iddle-m enas objection­ 
able and expensive as tiiose the farm ­ 
ers have deposed. 
To avoid this pos­ 
sible danger, none but m en of well- 
known integrity and tried experience 
should be entrusted w ith this most im ­ 
portant branch of the G range busi­ 
ness. The fact th at the agents are but 
agents, and alm ost entirely dependent 
upon those for whom they act for, 
success, will induce honoroble action. 
Still, it is well to guard against the 
chance of grooving a new dragon from 
the body of the one ju st slain.
